HADD ON JEWS 


LONDON, 
Oct. 
I.— The fate of 
the J%w8 in Russia is anything but 
an enviable one, says an article in 
the current num ber of the Zioniist 
bulletin. 


According to the writer, 98 per 
cent of the 
forced 
laborers 
in 
K harkov are Jews, who are treat­ 
ed 
brutally. 
The 
Gentiles 
about 
them are coining to regard them 
as a collie caste, and they are shot 
at least as freely as other Russians 
for counter 
i evolutionary activity. 
Before the war, the article ex­ 
plains, about fi€» percent of the Jews 
in 
Russia 
were engaged 
in 
com­ 
merce. and most of the rem ainder 
were artisans or factory workers. 
W hen the soviet government closed 
down 
private 
commerce 
as 
being 
tainted with capitalism , most of the 
Jews 
lost 
tneir 
livelihood. 
Most 
of 
the 
non-Jewish 
Russians 
who 
were likewise made destitute turned 
to farm labor and have been able 
to scrape along, but Russian villa­ 
gers, steeped in centuries of anti­ 
semitism, would not tolerate Jewish 
settlers among them. 
W hile the soviet government bar­ 
red actual pogroms, it lias not in­ 
sisted on access to the laud being 
given to the Jewish traders whom 
it 
dislodged 
from 
their counting- 
houses, says 
the w riter, so when 
forced labor tapie in last March, a 
very large 
num ber of Jews were 
visibly 'unproductive persons,’’ and 


ripe for fad use rat conscription,, or 
for death if they objected. 
“Almost all the Jew s were en­ 
tered 
as ‘of no occupation,’ irre­ 
spective of w hether they knew a 
trade or no ,1 
says the w riter in 
the bulletin. “ A terrible h u n t be­ 
gan for th e Jewish masses by Red 
soldiery, with the willing help of 
the 
antisemitcs. 
The 
Jew s 
were 
sh u t up in the courtw ards o f 't h e 
labor barracks and had to camp day 
and night in the open, alm ost with­ 
out food. The compulsory work con­ 
sists mainly in the heaviest kind 
of labor, as road building and the
